RUNNING COMMENT. 
FIRST BLOOD. 


FRYE, WHO SHOULD HAVE OTHER FISH, CLAIMS 
IT FOR BLAINE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Crectxnati, O., June 14.—There hung over the 
Convention upon ite assembling this morning the 
usual air of suspense that precedes a final struggle 
between contestants, neither of whom knows what 
unexpected strength the others may develop. On 
all sides everything was eagerly seized upon that 
could afford the slightest clew from which to gauge 
the Blaine and anti- Blaine strength, for it was set- 
tled a full day previous, by tacit consent all around, 
that only in the event of that the field combined 
against Blame could there be any contest, for 
neither of the other Presidential aspirants could 
measure strength with him. The Blaine men were 
on hand early, sanguine and apparently eager to 
press the vantage of their situation as disclosed in 
these diepatches last night, but watchful for the 
first manifestation of the consolidation of the anti- 
Blaine delegates. The hope of the friends of each 
of the other candidates was, that, with the lapse of 
another day, there might be such consideration of 
the impolicy of forcing upon the party a candidate 
to be 


DEFENDED AND EXCUSED 
as would materially reduce the Blaine following, 
aad practically remove him from the contest as un- 
available. The general applause that followed the 
speech of the Hon. Theodore Pomeroy, of 
New York, on taking the temporary Chairmanship, 
in which he referred to the self-evident fact that 
the party could defeat itself, that no platform 
could be made buoyant enough to float an anworthy 
candidate, and that men as well as measures must 
be weighed in the balance by the Convention, was 
generally accepted as indicating that the anti- 
Blaine forces were gaining in strength and purpose. 
But immediately afterward, when Silas B. Dutch- 
er, of New York, moved to reconsider the resolu- 
lution providing for the organization of the Per- 
manent Committee so that it might be amended to 
EXCLUDE THE TERRITORIES FROM REPRESENTA- 
TION 

on such Committee, and Dutcher's motion was 
promptly tabled by a decisive vote, Gen. Frye ex- 
claimed. First blood for Blaine! So it was, for 
the Territories, which cannot cast a single vote for 
Blaine if he be nominated, are relied upon by the 
Blaine managers to render material aid in carrying 
the Convention for him, and in tabling Dutcher’s 
motion the Blaine men checkmated the first move 
looking toward ruling the Teritorial delegates, who 
represent nothing and nobody, outof active show 
in the Convention.

GEORGE WILLIAM CURTIS. 
A HIT, A PALPABLE HIT. 

Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 
Crxcrynati, June 14.—Notwithstanding Frye's 
‘*arst blood, the Blaine men were soon coun- 
tered upon by George William Curtis, who, to fol- 
low out Gen. Frye's phrase. got in on them be- 
tween the eyes. Inthe lull in the proceedings, 
while the Convention was awaiting the report of 
the Committee on Permanent Organization, he ob- 
tained the floor to present the address of the Re- 
publican Reform Club of New York, which he 
asked leave to read. Objection was made from all 
over the Blaine quarter, but was drowned by cries 
of Read!“ and, finally, on the motion being 
put, the Convention decided by an overwhelming 
majority to allow Mr. Curtis to read the address. 
The announcement was received with great applause 
on the floor and in the galleries. In response to 
enthusiastic calls, Mr. Curtis took his place upon 
the stage, and, as soon as the tamultuous cheering 
with which he was greeted had subsided, proceeded 
in a clear, distinct tone, audible throughout the 

vast building, to read that 
FORCIBLE ARRAIGNMENT OF THE MACHINE 

in the Republican party, and of the Federal office- 
holders’ usurpation of the party management in 
New York. The reminder, in that address to the 
Republican party, of its broken pledge 
of civil service reform was healthy read- 
ing for the machine crowd, who have 
come bere to run the Convention. The declara- 
tion that the Republican party had other work to 
do than to speculate upon professions of loyalty, 
that the contest was close, the people exacting, 
and the necessity urgent for purification and re- 
form, and the nomination of candidates who them- 
selves are @ guaranty of purification and reform, 
told with unmistakable effect against that element 
in the Convention determined to foist Blaine 
upon the party in the face of his record as written 

by himself in the Fisher correspondence. 

THE TREMENDOUS APPLAUSE 
with which the address was greeted evidenced that, 
despite all the efforts of the Blaine managers to 
force him upon the Convention, there is a powerful 
body of delegates who are resolutely determined 
not to have Blaine forced upon them without a 
most stubborn fight, and that the effort te silence 
discussion of his record and of his availability, in 
view of his record, must fail to counteract the ad- 
dress, which Mr. Curtis read without adding any 


comments. 


LOGAN. 
SYNTAX APPALLED. 
Dispateh to The Tribune. 

CN NAT, June 14.—The Blaine men called out 
John A. Logan in response to Curtis. Logan set 
out in his usual rambling. incoherent style, out- 
raging the Queen's English as vilely as ever, but 
finally came round to declare with senseless em- 
phasis that this was a Republican Convention to 
nominate Republican candidates to be voted for by 
Republicans, and that this Convention should be 
controlled by Republicans only. To clinch it, and 
that there might be no mistake about his meaning, 
he declared that the party could elect anybody they 
nominated, and that those who would not vote for 
whoever might be nominated were not true Repub- 
licans. His speech, in short, was 

A MACHINE POLITICIAN’S NOTIFICATION 


| teall members of the party that machine politicians 


intended, at all hazard, to run the Convention; 
that they would entertain no protests against their 
presumptuous folly. nor tolerate the judicious 
criticism that distinguishes between the fitness and 
claims upon public confidence of candidates for the 
Presidency; in short, that distinguishes between 
machine candidates and a candidate whose whole 
life is an assurance of purification of the Adminis- 
tration. Logan's speech, in truth, was but an 
echo of the machine gang's 
“WHAT ARE YOU GOING TO DO ABOUT rT?” 

The applause that came in response, disclosed 
that his machine intolerance, proscriptiveness, and 
reckless audacity, was shared by a numerous party 
in the Convention, which, under machine leader- 
ship, was preparing to override the intelligence and 
conscience of the great Republican party. His as- 
sault upon the enemies of the Republican party 
who assassinated the private character of leading Re- 
publicans was especially aimed at the anti-ma- 
chine delegates and the Republican press, which 
holds that it is better to discuss the character, 
fitness, and availability of candidates before, in- 
stead of after, the nominations are made. What 
leading Republican's private character these folks 
have attempted to assassinate, Logan omitted to 
state; also what right any public officia) again seek - 
ing office, and the highest in the land, has to object 
to the most searching exploration of his character 
as a public official.

Logan's burst of native frenzy, however, was 
appropriated by the Blaine men as a defense and 
vindication of Mr. Blaine, and by them according- 
ly warmly applauded. It was tacitly recognized 
as in effect presenting Blaine as he will be 
presented before the Convention. Should 
the Fisher letters and Blaine's relations with the 
Northern Pacific, the Little Rock & Fort Smith, 
Tom Scott, etc., be brought in question, it is now 
foreshadowed the attempt will be- made to dispose 
of them simply as attempts of enemiés of the Re- 
publican party te assassinate a leading Repub- 
lican. 


HAWLEY. 
HE SPEAKS SENTIMENTS WHICH MEAN BRISTOW. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Crxctnnati, O., June 14.—The Committee not 
being ready to report, Gen. J. R. Hawley, of Con- 
necticut, was called upon for a epeech, which, it 
was plain, must be an informal placing of Bris- 
tow in position before the Convention. He quietly 
met Logan's frenzied oratory oy saying he 
would be glad to believe the Republican 
party had but to nominate a candidate and go 
home sure of electing him. Gen. Hawley re- 
minded the Convention that it was the part of 
wisdom to recognize the fact. “The fact was that 
there was a widespread dissatisfaction with the 
trifling with the sacred trust of high office, and the 
deterioration of official morality. That dissatis- 
faction must not be disregarded, for every man 
present knew the Convention could so act that 
their work would prove inoperative. Hawley’s 
speech produced 

A MARKED EFFECT. 
It was received, not with tumultuous applause, but 
with a sober earnestness which disclosed that every 
man there did realize that the Convention might 
defeat the party by forcing Blaine upon the party 
against the protests of the doubtfu States, —Ohilo, 
Indiana, and New York—which, of all the candi- 
dates named, there would be the least prospect of 
Blaine’s carrying were he nominated. It was also 
manifest that Hawley'’s presentation to the Con- 
vention of the fact that there remained but a day 
in which to consider the important question of can- 
didates was not lost. 
A STOP TO DISGUSTING BULLYISM. 

His speech was a quiet, firm response to Logan's 
baw! that, to canvass the character, claims to pub- 
lic confidence, and availability of a candidate was 
to bean enemy of the party. The response was 
that now was the time to sharply consider precisely 
the question, and it was significant that the Blaine 
men did not attempt again te wield the party whip, 
nor dared threaten to prosecute Republicans who 
refused to ignore the protests of the leading Re- 
publicans of Ohio that Blaine would not carry that 
State, and of the Republicans of Indiana and New 
York te the like effect.

OX ES. 
HE CAUSES NOISY DISAPPOINTMENT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

CINCINNATI, June 14. —Ex-Gov. Noyes, of Ohio, 
who followed, levied even more pointed notice 
upon the Blaine men, that the nomination was not 
to be driven through under the lash of the manag- 
ers. He called attention to the fact that the peo- 
ple demanded more than ever before as to the char- 
acter of candidates. He deprecated all unjust at- 
tacks upon the public character of high officials 
here. The Blaine men, quick to take the cue, 
applauded vehemently, but, when order was re- 
stored, Gov. Noyes struck them allaheap by adding: 
But that spirit of criticism which seeks out of- 
fenses and punishes offenders is commendable,” 
and at that juncture the thunders of applause that 
greeted the orator did not come from the Blaine 
men. Noyes is known to be for Hayes, and this 
specch had the effect to.place Hayes before the 
Convention in an unequivocal attitude as opposed 
to the machine politicians, of whom Logan consti- 
tuted himself, or was constituted, the head. Noyes’ 
speech strengthened Hayes more than anything that 
has been done in Hayes’ behalf. It makes his 
candidacy nearer, more thana mere compromise, 
a smoothing down of the rugged issues,

FRED DOUGLASS. 

HE LETS THE COLORED PORTCULLIS FALL WITH- 
OUT MUCH SUBSEQUENT COMMOTION.

THE DAY OVER. 
BLAINE NOT SO RAMPANT AS TUESDAY NIGHT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Crectnnati, O., June 14.—The upshot of the 
day's proceedings was to develop that, though not 
conciliated, there is a common opposition to 
Blaine. It results from the effort of his managers 
to force him upon the Convention, and to proscribe 
every Republican who questions his availa- 
bility, er his connection with Fisher, 
Caldwell, Tom Scott, and the Northern 
Pacific, the Little Rock & Fort Smith, and the 
Union Pacific Railroad. The fact is now snufficient- 
ly obvious thatthe Republicans of the National 
Convention who are not Blaine's partisans cannot 
be dealt with as Blaine himeelf dealt with 
the incapables of the Democratic aide 
in the House. Were Blaine here himself, he could 
accomplish no coup de grace against such men as 
Samuel Hawley or Gov. Noyes. 

Roscoe Conkling’s managers and Morton's lieu- 
tenants are sorely irritated at the bullheadcdness 
with which Blaine has been pushed. The feints, 
tricks, and surprises that have unecrupulously been 
attempted upon each of the other candidates by 
Blaine s adherents has 

ROUSED THEM ALL 
to a greater or less degree of antagonism. Besides, 
the best men in the party now here challenge the 
right of Blaine to imperil the party by insisting 
upon the nomination when that would be so nearly 
equivalent to defeat as now appears. 
SUMMED UP, 
then, the result of the first day's proceedings is 
that Blaine's stock is quoted very much lower than 
it was last night. This attempt, or that of his ad- 
herents, to subordinate the party to his personal 
ambition, for the sake of which he and they would 
imperil its existence, has developed an opposition 
before which the Blaine managers have quailed 
and have had to abandon their intolerance and pro- 
scription of all Republicaniem that was not Blaine 
Republicanism. There is, to-night, every indica- 
tion of such elements in the Republican party not 
Blaine Republicanism as will consolidate against 
him to save the party from the defeat which his 
partisans invite. 
LOGAN’s “FOUR PAWS.” 

The cohesive element was supplied by the obsti- 
nate determination of Blaine's partisans to nomi- 
nate him anyhow, and by John A. Logan's speech in 
the machine interest proscribing and defying the 
Republicanism represented in the Convention.

from the north to the south side, and a rapidly ris- 
ing series of seats reaching upward and backward 
nearly to thespring of the arches. Just below the 
main platform was one for the press, where nearly 
250 men sat down to tell the country about the 
gathering. The press-vlatform had for its flanks 
and withdrawn as if che great reserves for its 
work, two well-equipped telegraph-rooms, one for 
each leading company. In front of the press-plat- 
form was the section allotted to delegates, and 
outside of the railing that bounded the floor of the 
Convention was a great area for the public. The 
immense galleries held such an audience as might 
bave gathered at the plays of the ancients, and the 
music matched the other proportions of the scene. 
The Committee had surely done its work well, and 
as the various portions of the audience came in, all 
moved quietly and promptly. 
THE TIME. 

At 10 o'clock spectators began to dot the floor, 
the various galleries, and the main platform. The 
representatives of the press from every part of the 
land were early on the ground. In the midst of 
their tables sat one man with a small battery, al- 
mosta toy in its proportions, Sut giant-tongued 
and voiced, which was to tick oat the day's events 
with the speed of lightning to all parts of the 
world,’ having, without exaggeration, the world 
for its audience. He and those with 
similar magic equipment sat quietly with fingers 
on the battery-keys, and answered every moment 
to the calls from all quarters of the land. 

THE INVITED GUESTS 

were a truly democratic collection. Norman B. 
Judd, with well-known rosy face, white hair, 
and black beaver, entered among the first. He is 
supposed to have had much todo with engineering 
the first nomination of Lincoln, and was his first 
appointee in consequence among our foreign Minis- 
ters.

John Cochrane sat there in a promi- 
nent position half way back on the floor. 
With his long hair and floating beard, he looked 
the prophet he was, —a prophet of evil to this Con- 
vention. To-morrow will tell. Scattered around 
him at various distances were men who fitly repre- 


sent the classes of politicians who object to being 


dictated to by these political renegades who prate 
about reform, and preach economy and purity,” 
and ‘‘all that political nonsense.” 

MOURNERS. 

How the.classes now to be described became dis- 
tinguished guests it will puzzle most to tell. Let 
it be hoped that they were there present 
without the wedding garment, and that 
their fate is assured. Near Cochrane was 
aman who represents the anti-Bristow Treasury 
Ring in Washington. He joins hands with Shep- 
herd, Mullett, and all the District Rings, and wor- 
ships at the Conkling altar.

Another stands high in rail- 
road secrets about Credit-Mobilier and subsidy 
legislation. The New York Custoni-House 
was a notorious invited guest,” and 
the Freedmen’s Bank Ring and the District 
Ring of Washington were both there in promi- 
nent places. Doubtless all these men wondered 
who had invited the Liberals present to sit down 
with them. But, if the Liberals consent to be 
seen in the same gallery with these political 
weights on party success, they will probably be 
easily brought back into the party by a decent and 
proper nomination. 

OTHER INVITED GUESTS. 

It must not be supposed that the great gallery of 
invited guests was crowded with such drones as 
have been diluded to. Fortunately it was a 
huge box of goodly ointment into which 
these flies had dropped. There were men 
of prominence, honesty, earnestness, and great 
ability among these guests. There were Governors, 
Congressmen, celebrated lawyers, many noted 
writers, clergymen, merchants, and men, in short, 
of high standing in all the walks of life. 

THE GENERAL AUDIENCE. 
All the long galleries about were crowded with 
men whose appearance spoke volumes for the in- 
telligence and standing of the masses who make 
the rank and file of the Republican party. The 
earnest element, the element which is for princi- 
ple more than men, and insists under 
threats which are not idle of abandoning 
the party upon honest and able can- 
didates—evidently made up the majority of 
the vast company of lookers-on. Their prompt 
responses of applause to every boid and honest 
utterance along the line of reform showed this. 
And this response was the more significant from 
the fact that there was no packing of cliques pos- 
sible under the methods by which the tickets were 
distributed. No fairer test of average sentiment 
could be had than the galleries of the Convention 
afforded, and the men who are inclined to rush the 
delegates on to a certain end, upon the theory that 
anybody who is nominated can be elected, will do 
well to remember to what sentiments these gal- 
leries responded most promptly to-day. 
THE COLORED MEN 

were present in considerabie force as delegates and 
visitors. They have been prompt to copy the ways 
of white voliticians, and so sprinkled among the 
men who are rapidly giving their race position 
were lobbyists and those who took part in 
swindling it and robbing others. Both the Freed- 
men's Bank King, which Dr. Garnett so severely 
denounced, and the District of Coiumbia Ring, 
were prominently represented by colored men. 

WHERE THE DELEGATES SAT. 

The Committee of Arrangements had an eye to 
the fitness of thingsin placing the different delega- 
tions. Those States which furnish the most prom- 
inent candidates yet named were arranged directly 
in front of the platform. Thus, the President of 
the Convention had under his eye and on the right 
Kentucky. On his left was Maine. To 
the left of Kentncky was Indiana and New York. 
Under the gallery to the right of Kentucky 
was Pennsylvania, and under the gallery to the 
left of Maine was Ohio. These were in the posi- 
tion of flanking reserves, and will either be called 
to the front or centre. The Committee had not 
paid much attention to other favorite sons, and 
where they had concealed the Great Unknown” 
the outside arrangements gave no sign. 

THE KENTUCKY DELEGATION 
was the firston the ground in force—may — 
prove to be a good omen in this. But wheth

OPENING SPEECH. 
Ata few minutes after 12 the Convention was 
called to order by Gov. E. D. Morgan, of Naw 
York, the Chairmanof the Republican National 
Committtee, who introduced the Rev. Dr. Miller, 
of Covington, Ky., who made a prayer; after 
which Gov. Morgan said: : 
GENTLEMEN OF THE CoNvENTION: The day and 
the hour have arrived for which the representa- 
tives of the Republican party were invited to as- 
semble to nominate candidates for President and 
Vice-President of the United States, and in obedi- 
ence to the authority of the Republican National 
Committee. I now respectfully ask that you 
maintain order. 
In 4856 at Philadelphia, in 1860 at Chicago, and 
in 1864 at Baltimore, acting under the same gen- 
eral authority, it has been my privilege to call 
these Republican Conventions to order. If I ex- 
cept the action of the Convention in 1864, the du- 
ties which this intelligent body has to perform, in 
comparison with former ones, are the most im- 
portant of all. There is no special or parliamen- 
tary authority for any remarks from the Chair 
In the nature of things there cannot be any. Cus- 
tom only is my excuse, if excuse is needed, afor 
even afew words. In June. 1864, we were in the 
midst of the War for the preservation of the Uuion, 
We had great armies in the field, but they had 
achieved only partial successes, and, when suc- 
cessful, always at very great cost of life. The 
bravest and best of our young men had fallen in 
battle, by tens and hundreds of thousands, or were 
in prison at Andersonville and Libby. President 
Lincoln, sevegteen months prior to this, had, by 
proclamation, but only as a war measure, 
DECLARED THE SLAVES FREER, 
while their masters kept them within their lines, 
and held full dominion over them. It was then 
modestly suggested by your Crairman of the Na- 
tional Committee that the Convention would not 
discharge its whole duty unlees, among its other 
resolves, it shonid declare for such an amendment 
of the National Constitution as would, when 
adopted by the requisite number of States, forever 
prohibit African slavery on this continent. The 
suggestion was received with unexampled enthusi- 
asm by the Convention. The resolution to secure 
this national blessing wes written in your party 
platform that day. Doth Houses of Congress very 
soon after paseed the required ataendment, twenty- 
nine sovereign States ratified it. The noble Lin- 
coln proclaimed the result to the people, and from 
that hour to this the sun has not risen upon a bond- 
man or set upon a slave in all this fair laud. Not 
to the North, not to the South. but to that Su- 
preme Being alone who controls the destinies of 
nations as well as the affairs of individuals, let us 
give all the glory. 
HARD MONEY. 

But all this is past, and the past we conclude is 
secure. Pardon me, gentlemen, if again, with 
like modesty, I make a eurrestion or two bearing 
directly on the present. This Convention should 
emphatically demand the prompt and efficient exe- 
caution of those solemn promises of both Houses of 
Congress and the President to redeem in coin the 
legal-tender obligations of the Government. on the 
lstof January. 1879, and signify its opposition to 
any modification or repeal of this law that does not 

uarantee a still earlier or better method of return- 

ng to specie payment. Let no doubtful word go 
out from this Convention upon the subject of hon- 
est money. Prices are already ata specie point. 
Stand firmly by your numerous resolutions and 
platforms a little longer, and your — basis 
will be transformed into a coin basis so easily and 
so naturally that you will be yourselves surprised, 
regretting only, as you will, thatit was not de- 
termined on at au earlier day. Resumption ac- 
complished, then, in all human probability, will 
follow 

TEN OR FIFTEEN YEARS OF PROSPERITY 
equal to that of any former period, —perhaps greater 
than the country has yet seen. If you will, in addi- 
tion, put a plank inyour platform declaring for such 
an amenduſent of the Constitution as willextend the 
Presidential office to #ix years, and make the in- 
cumbent ineligible for re-election, you will deserve 
the gratitude of the American people. As the 
mariner, when tossed for many days in the thick 
weather, avails himself of the earliest glance of the 
sun to ascertain how far the elements have driven 
him from his true courere, so, in like manner, at the 
end of 100 years from the foundation of our Gov- 
ernment, we, too, have come from the North, the 
South, the East, and the West to take a political 
observation for the purpose of authorizing and im- 
proving our eystem of national Government, so far 
as improvement is really necessary and possible. 
With this view we have come to this great and 
beautiful City of Cincinnati, on the banks of the 
grand and piacid Ohio, containing nearly 300, 000 
souls, and where we now find every luxury that 
wealth, nature, or art can produce, but where not 
even a log cabin had been erected, or a white man 
born, when our Government was organized. 
CANDIDATES. 

The last three National Conventions of our party 
have had indicated to them in advance the names 
of the candidates forthe national ticket, so that 
they have been little less than ratification-meet- 
ings, of decrees that have been made by the peo- 
ple, @xerely putting in form that which had al- 
ITallude to President 
Lincoln's second nomination, and to the nomina- 
tion and renomination of the splendid soldier and 
atriot. Gen. Grant. But such a estate of things no 
onger exists. There appears to be at the present 
time noone to whom the unerring finger points as 
the only candidate. There seems to be no man 
rising so far above all others as to cause exuliant 
voices to exclaim, **‘Thou art the man. The 
consequence is that many distinguished names 
among our party friends have been mentioned as 
candidates, and will be brought before the Conven- 
tion when the proper time arrives for making nom- 
inations. Therefore it is that [have expressed 
myself as seeing greater responsibilities resting 
upon the delegates to this Convention than upon 
any or all that have preceded it. 

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 

The history of the Republican party furnishes 
abundant evidence of its desire that the Govern- 
ment shall be administered with honesty and 
economy, and, as a measure to that end, that the 
civil service should be elevated by the introduc- 
tion df ali needful and properreforms. With such 
a history, and at a time like the present, it cannot 
be doubted that the choice of the Convention will 
fall on some one, whoever he may be, clearly com- 
mitted on this question, not only by his expressed 
opinions, but aleo be his public life and conduct. 

I will not further anticipate the action of this 
honorable body, except to say thatthe firm sup- 
port on the part of the nominees of all the re- 
cent amendments to the national Constitution and 
the su rt and maintenance of all other principles 
in the War for the preservation of the Union must 
also be regarded as 

THE PREREQUISITES 

forthe high offices of President and Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States. With this accomplished, 
it will be the highest duty, and should be the 
greatest pleasure, for all in autnority to extend 
the warm hand of fellowship to all good citizens 
ef the Union, and as rapidly as 18 to forgive 
and to forget the recent past, aud to do every act 
to make us satisfied to be and remain in fact, as 
we are in name, one people, one country.“

Lask the freedmen of the South if 
they are ready to accept the Democratic party as 
the source of power. [' No, no.“ I know that 
fromit is to now the appropriate legislation to 
give effect to those Amendments. lI ask @ candid 
public if the only anarchy that exists to-day in the 
South is not the anarchy caused by 

THE POSITION OF THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY, 
as such [cheers], to the principles adopted in the 
work of reconstruction and now a part of the fun- 
damental law of the land. The Democratic party 
claims to accept the situation respecting the sacred- 
ness of the national debt and moral ability of the 
national credit, But $20,000,000 of national tax- 
ation will not make good the annual loss to the 
American people from the indefinable attitude and 
intentions of that party in regard to the payment of 
the public debt. n the prosecution of the war to 
overthrow the Rebellion, for the purpose of pro- 
curing ready money to pay the army and navy, and 
to provide the immense material of war, it became 
necessary to suspend specie- payment, and to make 
a forced loan from the people by declaring green- 
backs a legal tender in payment of public 
and private indebtedness. Yet, while claiming to 
be in favor of resumption of specie payment 

AT SOME INDEFINITE TIME, 

and by means of some indefinite process, although 
eleven years have elapsed since the close of the 
War, it bitterly opposes the payment of the forced 
loan on taking the first practical step toward re- 
suming our position among the solvent n. tions of 
the civilized world. [Applause] No, gentlemen, 
the late War was not a mere prize-fight for maie- 
rial supremacy. It was the ontgrowth of a con- 
flict of irreconcilable moral, social, and political 
The Democracy had its lot with the moral, 
social, and political forces of the cause which was 
lost; the Republican party with those which 
triumphed and survived. The preservation of the 
results of that victory devolve upon us here, and 
now Democracy has no traditions of the past, no 
impulses of the present, no aspirations for the fu- 
ture, fitting it for this task. 

The reaction of 1874 has already expended itself 
in a vain effort to realize the situation. It has 
simply demonstrated that no change in the ma- 
chinery of the Government can be had outside of 
the Republican party without drawing with it a 
practical nullification of the great work of recon- 
struction, financial chaos, and administrative revo- 
lution.

CONTESTING DELEGATIONS. 

Mr. Woodrnff, of New York—lIt seems to me that 
there is manifest impropriety in allowing those 
States or Territories where there may be contests 
as to the proper delegation to have members of the 
committees, and I think that either by unanimous 
consent or by some amendment to the resolution. 
the usual parliamentary rules should be adopted, 
that when a State is reached where there are con- 
testing delegations, that State and delegation 
should be passed on the roll-call [cheers]; I move, 
therefore, that in any State or Territory where 
there is a contest as to the proper delegation, such 
State or Territory be passed on the roll-call.

‘The German-Republican delegates of the | 


United States, In conve assembled in tne City 
of innati, June 12 and 13, 1876, have 

the following declaration of principles for the gom. 
ing campaign, and present the same to the National 
— Convention for their favorable consid- 
eration: 

First, we declare our unalterable adherence 
to the principles of the Republican party, recog- 
nizing in its perpetuation the only safeguard of the 
Republic. Second. free, non-sectarian schools, 
compulsory education, taxation of church led tat 
as expressed in the late message of the President 
of the United States. Third, no recognition of any 
system of worship by the State or Federal Govern- 
ments, Sunday being recognized by the individual, 
and not by the Constitution of the United States; 
that to enforce all legislation seeking to abridge the 
personal rights of the citizen 5 its observance is 
unconstitational. Fourth, the protection of foreign 
immigrants by the Federal power is an indispensa- 
ble necessity; the legislation fostering and protect- 
ing this important factor in the prosperity of. the 
Republic must be at once revised in view of the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court declaring State legis- 
lation unconstitational. Fifth, in a Republic 
there can be but one class of citizens; the laws 
must give the same protection abroad at 
home; any discriminations between those adopted 
and those native-born are unjust, and such legisla. 
tion savors of Know-Nothingiem, and je unworthy 
of American statesmanship; therefore, we demand 
a revision of the existing treaties with foreign Gov- 
ernments, especially that of Germany, affectin 
naturalization. Sixth, the honor and integrity o 
the Republic lie primarily in a regulated system of 
civil service, based on moral character and capacity, 
and not solely on political service. Seventh, op- 
position to all inflation and repudiation heresies, 
and no step backward on the road to resumption. 
Eighth, the maintenance of every amendment to the 
Constitution by the Federal power, and especially 
the rigid enforcement of every law affecting the 
citizens of the South. Ninth, the Nation is su- 
preme, and not the State. 

The resolutions were referred to the Committee 
on Resolutions. 

WITHDRAWAL OF COMMITTEES.

Wuereas, The Republican party has always 
advocated the extension of human freedom; there- 
fore, 

Resolved, That we favor the bestowal of equal 
civil and political rights on all loyal citizens of the 
United States, without regard to sex. 

They were received with great laughter and ap- 
plause. 

THE REFORM MOVEMENT. 

George William Curtis, of New York—I holdin 
my hand an address of the Republican Reform 
party of the City of New York, which I have been 
requested to lay before this Convention, and to ask 
that it be read. I therefore move that the address 
which I have the honor to submit be new read to 
the Convention. 

The Chair—Is there any objection to the reading 
of the address? é 

Objection was made by a delegate from South 
Carolina. 

The Chair—Objection is made. 

General cries of ead it.” 

The objecting delegate withdrew his objection, 
and the Chair asked if there was any further objec- 
tion to its reading. 

ee was made by delegates from Louisiana 
and Delaware. 

The Chair then put the question whether the 
address should be read, and the motion was car- 
ried by a decision of the majority. 

Cries of Take the platform, Go forward to 
the platform. 

Mr. Curtis passed forward to the platform, and 
while threading his way through the crowd, was 
received with tremendous applause and cheers, 
which were renewed when he took his place by the 
Chairman's desk and faced the audience. 

Mr. Curtie—Mr. President: 1 have the honor to 
read the following address. Mr. Curtts then read 
his address of June 6, already published in the pa- 
pers. The allusions in the address to the return of 
specie payments, the broken promises of the Pres- 
ident and Congress, and the proposition to put the 
political power of the country in the hands of the 
Democratic party, unless the Convention, by its 
nomination, expresses a determination to reform 
things generaliy, were received with applause, 

The address read by Mr. Curtis is as follows: 

At a mosting of the Republican Reform Club 
of the City of New York on Tuesday evening, 
June 6, it was unanimously 

** Resolved, That the names of the officers of the 
Club be attached to the following address, and that 
a committee of fifty members be appointed to 
present it tothe Republican National Convention 
at Cincinnati on the l4th of June: 

‘To the Republican National Conrention of 1876: 

The Republican Reform Club of the City of 
New York pray you to consider onr respectful 
declaration of what we deem necessary to make 
the Kepublican party deserve and obtain success in 
thie State, which is conceded to be the principa. 
battle- ground of the canvass, and in which the ap- 
parent strength of the Democratic an Republican 
parties le nearly equal. 

** We believe that the people wish to keep the 
Republican party in power oniy upon con- 
dition that a new Federal Administration shall 
fulfil the promises which were given by the 
Republican National Convention of 1872. 
Without pausing to argue whether they do del 
mand something more, certainly they will insist 
upon nothing leas. One of those promises com- 
mitted the Republican party toa r resump- 
tion of specie payments; and another committed 
it toathorough reform of the civil service. But 
the only Measure that has been enacted toward 
fulfilling the first promise is a statute which pledg- 
es the honor of the nation to redeem its paper cur- 
rency with specie on the lst of January, 1879; and 
the second premise, afte. some beneficent experi- 
ments, has en openly, willfully, and totally 
broken by Congress and the President. 

The long delay to resume specie payments kecps 
the business of the country depressed. Confidence 
is essential to prosperity. There can not be con- 
fidence without a «table measure of values, and the 
only stable measure is gold. The neglect 
to reform the civil service exposes the people 
to a greater peril, for it encourages office- 
holder to conspire to keep their places without 
regard to their fitness for them. We leave the 
Republicans of other States, who are suffering 
from this grievance, to tell you their own story. 
Speaking for the State of New York, we testify to 
you, of ourown knowledge and experience, that 
federal officeholders have here usurped the organi- 
zation of the Republican party and abuse it to ex- 
clude large clasees of its members from any voice 
in its councils; that they treat the tenure of their 
offices as depending on the caprice of the Repub- 
lican Senator from this State, because he is the 
patron who dictated their appointments, and not 
on the will of the President or the people; and that 
they have banded themselves into an odious and 
intolerable oligarchy which menaces the very sys- 
tem of our government. 

We believe that a great majority of the people 
deeply and justly distrust the motives which ani- 
mate the Democratic party and the influences which 
guide it; that they are not reasonably hopeful of 
reform at its hands; and that they always will 
be reluctant to concede the Federal Govern- 
mentto any party which is controlled by men 
who assailed the Union themselves or sympa- 
thized with ite assailants. Noris this distrust in- 
consistent with fraternal feeling to our fellow- 
citizens who were recently in rebellion. But it 
is neither honest nor prudent to speculate upon 
imputations of disloyaity, for a Republican suc- 
cess. If you neglect to prove, by your resolutions 
and your nominations, that the flagrant decay of 
official faith and integrity, which has occurred 
during the present Federal Administration, is not 
the fault of the Republican party itself, but of un- 
faithful servants, whom you now, — the first 
opportunity since 1872, are eager to depose, it is 
our solemn conviction that your proceedings will 
impel the people to put the Democratic party into 
power for the sake at least of a change of the ad- 
ministrators of evil, since they cannot obtain from 
you a remedy of the evil itseif. 

Under this conviction, we earnestly attest to you 
our belief that atriumph of the Republican party in 
the approaching elections can be obtained only by 
— nomination of Presidential candidates wuose 

ives afford a more trustworthy pledge than the reso- 

lutions of any convention that they will spare no 
efforts to fulfil the promises of the Republican party 
to resume specie payments speedily, and to emanci- 
pate the civil service from political control. We de- 
clare the desires of greater multitudes than our im- 
mediate constituency, when we demand ali the as“ 
surances which you can give by your resolutions, 
and still more by your nominations, 

1. That the sacred pledge of the honor of the 
United States to redeem and pay it legal-tender 

romises on the lst of January, 1879, shall be fol- 

owed by all the legislation needful to fulfill it, and 

never shall be repealed or modified without the 
substitution of an earlier and better method of 
specie resumption; — 

2. That all the powers of appointment to office 
which are intrusted to the Executive 77 tho Consti- 
tution and the laws sball be faithfully executed; 
that fixed methods shall be established for the se- 
lection of rsons for appointment, which shall 
protect merit against mere influence and favorit- 
ism: that the Legislature never shall encroach 
upon the Executive in this department of authority, 
aud especially that Executive and executive 
powers shall not be conffised by the delegation of 
the power of appointment by the President or any 
other executive officer to members of Congress in 
order to conciliate their support or promote their 
ambition. 

3. That the tenure of all the offices of the 
Federal Government whose faithfal execution doe 
not depend upon the political opinions of their 
holders shall be independent of those opinions; 
and that honesty, capacity, and fidelity shall be- 
come the conditions of obtaining and retaining 
every Federal office. 

‘*Solemnly convinced that a Republican reform, 
and nothing but a Republican reform, can secure 
that Republican victary for which we pray, and to 
which we are anxious to give our heartiest aid, we 
beseech you to give us Presidential candidates who 
can secure it, and to put no man in nomination 
who is responsible iu any de — for the repudia- 
tion or evasion of the unfulille promises of the 
Republican National Convention of 1872, which it 
is the highest duty of the Kepublican party to re- 
uc aud redeeu.

ARTICLES OF ASSOCIATION OF THE REPUBLICAN 
REFORM CLUB OF THE CITY OF NEW YORK. 
We, the undersigned members of the Republican 

party, believe that, in starting out upon the new 

century, an earnest effort should be made by all 
good citizens to arg Be Government back and up 
to the principles of the founders of the Republic. 

In the early days of our National life, office was 
accepted by those whom the people sought, 
and administered with scrupulous . fidelity in 
the interest alone of those who im — | the 
trust. The struggle of the leaders of those days 
was not for eelf-preferment, or for high places as 
a means to advance individual injerests, but to lay 
firm the foundations of liberty, build up the na-

With corruption begins the decay of govern- 
ment. Without honesty and virtue in the admin- 
istration of the public affairs, no form of govern- 
ment can long endure.

Were this 
notso, any government founded upon the will 
of the majority would inevitably perish. On 
this faith in the people our fathers bnilded 
the Republic, and to the people we must ap- 
peal to restore that which has been pulled 
down. Good citizens have held aioof, and left the 
control of party und nation too long in the hands of 
caucus managers. An earnest struggie should now 
be made to give the voice of the people fair ex- 
pression, and it should be made known to self-ap- 
pointed party managers that their despotic control 
will be no longer tolerated. Keeping in view there 
geheral aims, all patriotic citizens should unite in 
a struggle to achieve certain special objects and re- 
forms, among the most important of which are: 

1. Resumption of specie payments, toward 
which there should be a certain, a advance.

Honesty, capacity, and fidelity shoyld constitate 
the only valid claims to public employment. 

‘*3. Retrenchment and reduction in the public 
expenses, as nearto the ante-war standard as is 
possible under the changed circumstances and in- 
creased population of the country. 

„4. To signalize the opnning of the new century 
of our National existence by having nominated by 
the Republican party for President, not a mere 
political partisan, but a statesman of tried char- 
acter, in ＋ with the best sentiments of the 
people on all public questions, conversant with 
the affairs of government, discriminating and in- 
dependent in the choice of public servants, one 
who will thoroughly reform the publi¢ service, and 
whose name alone a guarmntee of official 
integrity, of wise and pradent administration, and 
of a fearless enforcement of the laws.

There were loud calls for Gen. Logan, who 
had taken his seat on the stage. He responded, 
and on being introduced by the Presiding Officer, 


said: 

Mr. PRESIDENT Ax Dp GENTLEMEN OF THE Na- 
TIONAL CONVENTION: I know not What I can say to 
you that would be of any benefit in directin 
your minds in that duty which you are called 
upon now to perform. Lon are the chosen repre- 
sentatives of the Republicans of the United 
States of America, thus assembled here for the 
purgose of nominating a candidate for President 
ang Vice-President upon a Republican platform, 
to C voted for at the next November election by 
the Republicans of the United States. To pass 
over ali that has been done by this party of ours, 
which has been of advantage tothe whole people 
of this great country, and to enumerate the many 
things that have inured tothe benefit of civilized 
man, would be a work that I cannot now under- 
take.

It is simple common sense to 
recognize it. fApplanse. } No wise officer goes 
into battle without, understanding his grougd 
and recognizing the power of his enemies. 
[Applause.] e is well on bis way 
to a victory when he has done that. Now, gentle- 
men, when you shall have nominated your candi- 
dates and laid down your platform, if your plat- 
form expresees, defines, and propounds sound 
Republican doctrine, and your candidate be an 
able, honorable, true Republican, I shall go to 
work with all my heart and strength to elect him;

I heard an able and eloquent woman once 
argue in a legislative committee in favor 
of female suffrage. She said that women 
might not always care to vote, because sometimes

tegrity of the people. There is no higher test of 
our @tness for republican vernment than the 
financial test.

NO CONGESTION LEFT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., June 14.—Mr. Blaine, 
thronghout the day, has gradually improved. From 
a conversation with medical men familiar with his 
case, it is learned that the turn in his disease was 
on yestetday (Tuesday) afternoon, at about 4 
o'clock. Up to that time the physicians say that 
there had been a very manifest congestion at the 
base of the brain. This was caused for the most 
part by the result of indigestion caused by the 
stroke, and the general condition of his system 
after his malaria) attack. 

AFTER 4 O'CLOCK 
he seemed to come into fuller possession of his 
consciousness, and has now obtained full possession 
of all his mental faculties, and has since been con- 
stantly improving. This, there is good reason to 
believe, was his exact physical condition. Al? re- 
ports which stated that he had full possession of 
hie consciousness and was a well man prior to 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon must necessarily, 
therefore, have been false. The physicians now 
believe that Mr. Blaine is entirely out of danger, 
except from a possible relapse from imprudence. 
Against this every precaution will be taken. 
HE RODE OUT 
for a short dietance late this afternoon with Secre- 
tary Fieh, near sunset, when the heat had become 
lees intense. He had conversed quite freely with 
his friends during thie afternoon, and is able to 
converse this evening with his more intimate 
friends, who are holding a sort of a political coun- 
cil at his house. Mr. Blaine expresses himself to 
thoee with whom he has conversed as very hope- 
ful of his chances at Cincinnati, takes a very 
equable view of things, and said once this 
evening that he intends to get well anyway. 
whether he is nominated at Cincinnati or not. It

A well-informed correspondent of a lam 
paper at Cincinnati makes the following can- 
did admission as the result of yesterday's 
observations ; 

Dnisrow will receive quite acomplimentary vote, 
but nothing more, The movement to put him on 
the ticket with amn has proven a failure, and 
some bitterness existe between the Rais and 
Dnierow men, Senator Logan la, for some rea- 
son, bie most implacable foe, He will not con- 
sent, under any circumstances, to Baistow's nom 
ination for any office. Buisrow's enemies go #0 
far as to in#inuate that he is not a Republican, that 
he is not to be trusted, and that the people do not 
want him. ‘They forget, or do not care to remem- 
ber, that Bnierow's name would add immense 
strength to the ticket, and that with him Brains 
could sweep the country by a larger majority; but 
there is no use in talking. Dan Munw hates 
Bristow worse than the Devil hates holy water, 
and he and others who came here for the purpose 
of revenge are abusing Bristow like a pickpocket. 
All the ex-revenue officials have been opposing him. 

The class of mento whom reference is 
made consists of all the vicious element in 
the Republican party, and they have no con- 
cern for the success of the party with a man 
who would prosecute the thieves and sup- 
press corruption. This is the reason why 
they sre so uncompromising as even to re- 
fuse to seek Bnisrow for the second place on 
the ticket, thongh if thus associated with 
Bram he would do more to win success 
than the head of the ticket. Mr. Bnisrow's 
friends, aside from the interest they have in 
the victory of the Republican party, can feel 
no particular desire to have him nominated 
for the Vice-Presidency, since in that position 
he would not be able to accomplish a tithe of 
the reform that he works out as Secretary of 
the Treasury, and since his strength among 
the people could only be used to elevate a 
man to the position of President who might 
oppose the very policy which Baruistow rep- 
resents. 


THE CONVENTION. 

The night before the battle closed in with 
intense excitement, though with less noise 
than on any previous night. There has been 
no surrender by any of the candidates, and 
no combinations by which agreements have 
been made for the transfer of votes. Mr. 
Bram maintains the lead, but, for some 
reason, there was less confidence in his im- 
mediate nomination, and yet no definite rea- 
son was given why his vote should be 
reduced or the support of his friends shaken. 
It would seem that delegates have lost faith 
and confidence in each other, and the in- 
formal ballot will indicate to the friends of 
favorite sons whither they may go. It is not 
probable that BLam will have a majority on 
the first ballot, but he will probably reach 
his maximum vote on an y ballot. His 
friends will force the vote. Should he fail to 
be nominated after several ballots, it is pos- 
sible that combinations may be made that 
will end in his defeat. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Briarve will enter the 
Convention to-day with a large plurality in 
his favor, and censequently with an advan- 
tage over all his competitors. At midnight 
the indications were that Mr. Brame would 
be nominated. 

At a later hour still there were new devel- 
opments in the situation which may exercise 
an important influence on the final result, 
and which, in any event, indicate that all is 
not settled yet, and that there is certain to 
be a hard fight before the anti-Buamz men 
give up the ship. Perhaps the heaviest gun 
spiked in the Brame battery was the work 
of the Committee on Rules last evening in 
the adoption of arule prohibiting the chang- 
ing of votes until after the result of a 
ballot is announced. The object of this 
is to prevent a grand rush of delegations 
anxious to get on the winning side,—a 
contingency which the Bram men 
have confidently calculated upon. They 
opposed the rule in the Committee, and 
will fight it bitterly in the Convention to-day, 
but they will not be able to prevent the 
adoption of the rule, if, as now seems set- 
tled, the opposition combine to vote it 
through. Another defeat was suffered by 
the Buarvz men in the same Committee last 
evening, in their failure to secure the adop- 
tion of a rule requiring each delegation to 
vote asaunit; so that they may be consid- 
ered to have lost two valuable strategic 
points. 

Still another evidence of the consolidation 
of the anti-Branm forces is found in the 
action last evening of the Committee on 
Oredentials in reference to the contesting 
delegations from Alabama and the District 
of Columbia. In the case of Alabama the 
Srencer crowd were ruled out, and in the 
District of Columbia dispute the Boss Sur. 
nERD delegation was excluded. This loses 
several votes to Brarz, and distributes the 
strength about equally between Monrox, 
ConxkLino, and Bristow. 
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MR. BLAINE AS THE CANDIDATE. 

The nomination of Mr. Bram by the 
Cincinnati Convention is so assured that it 
waits only its formal announcement as part 
of the regular proceedings of the Convention, 
and may, therefore, be accepted as already 
accomplished. Tue Caicaco Tame has 
urged a different policy. It has opposed the 
nomination of Mr. Bam, notin the inter- 
est of any other candidate, but because we 
have considered his nomination as rendering 
the Republican success in November most 
uncertain. We have thought it a confession 
of nibral weakness that the Republican party 
should be reduced to the nomination of a 
candidate who will have to be defended by 
the party from the opening to the closing of 
the campaign. The Convention will adopt a 
platform; but the only platform which will 
figure before the people will be Mr. Bianve’s 
own platform, written by himself, in his 
book of sales of stocks and his nd- 
ence with Flaum, to which several letters 
not yet published have to be added. That 
is the platform which has been forced upon 
the Republican party, and which it will un- 
dertake to defend before the American peo- 
ple as a fitting for a man who is to be 
made President of thé United States. 

We believe the nomination of Mr. Bram 
to be a great mistake, a trifling with the best 
interests of the country, and an attempt to 
assassinate the party. We do not 


Republican 
believe that the act was the act gf the peo- | 


ple who do the voting in the Republican par- 
ty. It was the act of the machine politicians, 
who prefer that the party and the country 
shall both perish rather than their corrupt 
and corrupting control shall be broken and 
overthrown. It is the misfortune of the 


| Republican party that at this important 


point in its history the management and 
control of the party organization should be 
used by selfish politicians to promote their 
own ends at the risk of defeating the party. 
There is, however, a serious obligation 
resting upon every Republican which he is 
not at liberty to evade. The country has been 
brought safely through the perils of war and 
the even greater perils of reconstructing and 
restoring Governments for the people who 
were in rebellion. The Republican party 
not only emancipated 4,000,000 of slaves, but 
has given them equality as freemen before 
the law. The preservation of the political 
and civil rights of these people is essential to 
the national safety, The loss of that politi- 
cal and civil liberty by the blacks will be a loss 
of the great fruita of the War, and a practical 
overthrow of reconstruction, The defeat 
of the Republican party, and the delivery of 
the Presidency, and of both branches of 
Congress, and of all departments of athe 
Government, and the political control 
three-fourths of the Statos, to the Democratic 
party, will be a national calamity the extent 
of which cannot be measured, and the offects 
of which may yet be developed in a second 
war against the Union. Though we regard 
the nomination of Mr. Bram as inviting 
just such a calamity and asa grievous defi- 
ance of public opinion, we are compelled to 
believe that the transfer of the nation to the 
Governmental control of the Democratic party 
will be such an irreparable evil that no Re- 
publican can conscientiously, by vote or 
otherwise, contribute to restore that party to 
power. Whatever, therefore, may be the 
personal objections to Mr. Biarnz, and to 
the means and to the class of men by whom 
he was nominated, it should be remembered 
that he will not be the whole Government, 
and that the party will continué intact, and 
that the results of the War will be preserved, 
and the political power of the newly-made 
citizens be made more permanent. Under 
these circumstances there is but one course 
of safety, and that is to adhere to the Re- 
publican party as the only certain means of 
preserving the Government and the Union. 
It is moreover very uncertain what the 
Democratic party willdo. It is more than 
likely thatthe action of the St. Louis Con- 
vention will be such that the duty of the 
honest citizens to vote the Republican ticket 
will be as imperative as it is to take up arms 
in defense of the country from foreign in- 
vasion. With the propensity to blundering 
which has marked the action of the party 
since 1860, it is very doubtful whether the 
St. Louis Convention will offer to the most 
indignant and outraged Reformer the least 
apology for voting against Buiatne. The 
purpose of that party to force the issue upon 
the refogm in the administration of the Gov. 
ernment wl not be successful unless they 
nominate a candidate whose own record is 
one of political and personal integrity, and 


in whom there can be placed confidence that 


the administration will be more reformatory 
than Democratic. 

The election this fall must necessarily be 
one in which the people must choose between 
the rule of the Republican party and the 
rule of the Democratic party,—two widely 
different systems of Government, each 
founded ona distinct theory as to the vital 
character of the nation. There can be no 
reconciliation between these opposing 
policies. One asserts and the other denies 
that the United States are a nation. 
The Democratic party insists that the 
word national has no place in American 
politics, and that the Union is a mere con- 
federacy of States. Between the Republican 
and Democratic parties there is a difference, 
involving the existence of the Government, 
which cannot be reconciled or bridged over. 
Republicans must bear in mind that to sur- 
render the National Government in all its 
branches and to surrender the political con- 
trol of the States to the Democratic party 
cannot be a temporary measure, which the 
country may reverse at any time. The Dem- 
ocratic party know full well how to perpet- 
uate their supremacy. They will make them- 
selves as absolute in the late slaveholding 
States as if there were no colored people 
there. The various acts of Congress for the 
protection of the purity of the ballot-boxes 
will be repealed, and New York City will 
once more roll up its monster Democratic 
majorities. Soin other parts of the coun- 
try, and it may take twenty-five years before 
the Democratic dynasty can be overthrown, 
unless, indeed, it forces the country into an- 
other civil war. 

Under all the circumstances, however much 
we think the Republican party may have 
been outraged and misrepresented by the 
nomination of Mr. BLalxx, we insist that the 
defeat of that party, and the restoration of 
the Democrats to national power, will be such 
an owerwhelming calamity that no Republic- 
an can consistently with his principles and 
his duty to his country do anything else than 
aid in the election of the Republican candi- 
dates. 


CORRUPTION AMONG THE SAINTS. 

Is there no spot in this great and glorious 
country that is free from the corruptions of 
official life? Is there not some sequestered 
nook upon which Carter Harrison's eagle, 
in his flight to the sprays of the Pacific, may 
look down and not be obliged to wink at 
stealing and swindling? The questions 
are natural when a Grand Jury rises up and 
informs us that Salt Lake City—the home of 
the Saints who had retired from the world 


to keep their skirts uncontaminated by con- | 


tact with the wicked Gentiles—is rotten to 
the core, and that Buna Youne himself, 
Prophet and High Priest, is up to his chin in 
corruption. The Grand Jury in that city 
have examining the books of the Salt 
Lake city corporation, and their discoveries 
are astounding. Corruption has been run- 
ning riot in the most scandalous manner, and 
fraud has been brazen and barefaced. The 
jury has found that the Mormon Church, 
owning a million dollars’ worth of property, 
has never even been assessed. They found that 
the Mayor of the city has had unlimited 
power to do as he pleased, and that he has 
done it in the most liberal manner. It ap- 
pears that the tax-payers have had the pleas- 
ure of paying $1,000 for painting the por- 
trait of Bricuam Younc, which the latter 
wanted for the delectation of his wives, $90 
for Senator Morton’s board bill while he was 
there, $800 for Gov. AxrRLL's board bill, and 
thousands of dollars for liquors tonsumed by 
the officials. The jury furthermore found 
that the Prophet himself, while preaching 
temperance and wisdom to his followers, was 
engaged in the manufacture and sale of 
crooked whisky. In 1862 he bought a distil- 
lery and carried on the business, selling the 
liquor to the city for $4 per gallon, and de- 
trauding the JGovernment out of $60,000 
revenue tax in four years. One-half of the 
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license-tax paid by him, $17,012, was re- 
turned to him in warrants drawn on the City 

and charged to the license account. 
It must be unders that the license-tax 
received from liquor-dealers from 1871 to 1875 
was $156,760, and thatno return of moneys 
paid for license was made to any one except 
Baiana Youne. They found frauds of 
divers kinds in the Assessor's, Collector's, 
Recorder's, License Collector’s, Police, and 
Treasury Departments. To sum it all up, 
Salt Lake City is rotten, the Saints corrupt, 
and their Prophet is as corrupt as any of the 
rest. It is sad to have to write these things 
of the elect, and to be compelled to believe 
that the Prophet is crooked, and that he 
could stoop from his contemplation of celes- 
tial things to dabble in that which worked 
the ruin of such ordinary mortals as Hrn 
and Reum. As he has mixed himself up, 
however, in earthly corruptions, he should 
now be made tofeel the weight of earthly 
laws, and he should not be allowed to escape 
by laying down upon any of the Saints and 
aquealing, 


THE CHICAGO WHISKY CASES. 
With the exception of passing sentence on 


those who have pleaded guilty to a connec- 
tion with the whisky frauds, the Government 
prosooutions in Chicago are virtually closed. 
The evidence that has been. brought out in 
the two or three trials leaves no doubt that 
the Chicago Whisky-Ring was the largest, 
boldest, and most aggressive in the country. 
It probably embraced more different persons 
than any other combination of the same 
kind. All the distillers except one house 
were involved, and but one employe of the 
Government in a position to be made useful 
escaped suspicion, and he is now known dis- 
tinctively as the Honest Gauger. Yet 
there was no point in the country where the 
work of ferreting out the crookedness was 
beset with so many obstacles and embar- 
rassments, and it was months after the job was 


earnestly undertaken before it was satisfacton- 


ly accomplished. For this part of the work it 
i likely that ELunn Wasnnonxx, Chief of the 
Government Secret Service, and Col. 
Mrrarus, Muwn’s successor as Supervisor 
of this District, are entitled to the 
greatest credit; the late Gen. WeEssTER, 
however, spurred it on untiringly, and 
gave it proper direction by his excellent 
counsel. There is no means of arriving even 
approximately at the gross amount of which 
the Government was defrauded during the 
several years covered by the indictments, 
but the property traced by means of ware- 
house receipts, bills-of-lading, books that 
were seized, etc., would indicate that the 
Government was robbed of between $1,500,- 
000 and $2,000,000. Of this amount there is 
reason to believe that Jaxer Rm, notwith- 
standing his statement on the witness-stand, 
received in the neighborhood of $400,000, 
and retained nearly a quarter of a million for 
himself as cigar money.” This is the im- 
pression among many of those who have 
been intimately associated with the investi- 
gations. There seems to be a tolerably fair 
prospect of recovering largely from the 
*“‘crooked” distillers,—at all events, a 
greater proportion than is usual in such 
cases. ö 

The Government cases have been managed 
shrewdly for the most part, though not with 
the verve and energy that eharacterized the 
St. Louis prosecutions. It was wise and 
politic, probably, to accept the qualified pleas 
of. guilt from the horde of distillers and 
Gaugers who gave up in a panic after the 
first break in the Ring had been made. There 
was much money saved by the avoidance of a 
large namber of trials, and the policy pur- 
sued enabled the officers to estimate the 
enormity of the frauds, and take measures 
for the recovery of a larger proportion of the 
spoils than they would otherwise have se- 
cured. But a serious error was made when 
the Government counsel began to fish for 
sprats with whales for bait. They were en- 
couraged in this course by the Washington 
authorities, who pressed the point that the 
Government's chief interest was in punish- 
ing its own false employes and purifying its 
own service. Nor is there any reason to 
doubt that the Government counsel at one 
time believed they could convict the men 
whom they have recently acquitted by a dis- 
missal of all proceedings against them. But 
it was an error of judgment which Chicago 
men should not have made. However much 
or little of truth there was in Jaxz Reuw’s 
story, upon which the later indictments were 
based, it was evident to the intellect of a 
child that his story was not the whole truth, 
and that it was permeated with lies. It was 
a mistake to go to trial under such a condi- 
tion of things; and, as the result proved, no 
jury could be found which would forfeit its 
common sense by crediting so preposterous a 
statement as Ream made of the case. Rerum 
should have been forced to tell the whole 
truth, or, in case uf refusal, he should have 
been brought to trial and the whole truth 
proved against him, leaving him to suffer the 
consequences. 

Many of the beneficiaries of the Chicago 
Whisky-Ring have escaped the penalty of 
their crime. Death spared Irvin the disgrace 
and punishment, as it did Forp, of St. Louis, 
who was in the same relative position. Oth- 
ers, prominent among whom are Bripags, 
Hoyt, and Root, have joined the American 
colony in Canada, where they are outlaws. 
Munn was acquitted here, but still has to 
stand trial in Milwaukee and St. Louis. 
Wapsworts and Warp, respectively Collect- 
or and District Attorney, held their places a 
very short time at the fag end of the con- 
spiracy, and it is not impossible that the 
remnant of fraud was practiced without any 
guilty knowledge on their part ; at all events, 
the Government counsel have confessed 
their inability to prove a guilty connection 
against them, they have conducted them- 
selves like innocent men, and they are entitled 
now to a general admission of innocence, 
however the public may criticise their 
apparent negligence in running down the 
thieves after it had become apparent that 
the Government was being robbed. It was 
not possible to convict CuLLeRTon of any- 
thing but negligence, and the penalty is so 
severe for this (in view of the fact that he 
was Gauger so short a time as scarcely to 
learn the duties of the place) that it is prob- 
able he will be granted a new trial and the 
case dismissed. 

It now remains only to sentence the 
thieves. This, of course rests with the 
Court, but the Government counsel are in- 
terested to this extent: Their drama will 
turn out a mere puppet-show if the extent 
and distribution of punishment do not re- 
ceive the public approval. Stealing from the 
Government must be made perilous if it is to 
be stopped. Every escape ofa guilty man 
will be an encouragement for others to trav- 
el the same road. Still there is a difference 
in the degree of guilt. The distillers are not 
so guilty as the Government officials. Some 
of them were whipped into the Ring; it is 
not an excuse for their conduct, but it is an 
extenuation. But the men who are most 
guilty are those that heldthe whip and su- 
perintended the school for educating thieves. 


Jaxe Rur is doubly guilty,—guilty in the 
highest degree because he was the ringmas- 
ter and the inciting devil of all the thieving, 
and guilty for a second time in deceiving the 
Government bya false story when he pre- 
tended to make a full confession. In this 
respect he is in a worse position than if he 
had stood his trial and been convicted of all 
He has not 
rendered the Government the smallest ser- 
vice, but on the contrary he has defeated a 
part of the scheme of justice. We cannot 
imagine any construction of the law or any 
version of the usual practice, therefore, that 
will justify his being permitted to escape 
with a nominal punishment, while such a re- 
sult would certainly bring justice into ridi- 
More 
moral good can be wrought by the proper 
punishment of Jaxe Reum than by that of all 
other whisky-thieves together; more demor- 
alization would ensue from his comparative 
escape than from the absolute escape of —

A NEW TURKISH REMEDY. 

Lord Srratrorp pz Repcuirrs, who was 
for many years English Minister to Constan- 
tinople, and who has been considered an au- 
thority on Turkish questions on account of 
his intimate knowledge of the Turks, has 
proposed, in the columns of the London 
Times, a remedy for the Turkish troubles 
which he thinks will settle them permanently 
and give satisfaction to the insurgents as well 
as place Turkey upon the accepted standard 
of European civilization. His proposition 
embraces the following among other features: 
Equality of all creeds before the law ; a mili- 
tary equality of Turks and Christians; an 
equal representation of Turks and Christians 
in the Secular and State Councils; the in- 
fliction of all‘punishments, confiscations, and 
forfeitures by due process of law and not by 
military a@thority ; and the establishment of 
a Board of Trade in which the foreign ele- 
ment shall be equitably represented. 
As the Turks would not of their 
own motion concede a single one of these 
propositions, he proposes that there shall be 
a mixed Commission clothed with power to 
compel the Sultan to recognize and enforce 
them. As no man is better acquainted with 
Turkish affairs than Lord Repcuirrsg, the 
proposition which he has made goes to show 
the utter hopelegsness of those affairs. 

If there is one fact more palpable than 
another in this Turkish muddle, it is the ut- 
ter absurdity of supposing that the Turks 
will accept this proposition or any feature of 
it. Equality of creed, military service, leg- 
islative and judicial functions, and commer- 
cial privilege, would at once, of course, place 


not only the Christians in Turkey proper 


but all the discontented Sclaves on exactly 
the same footing with the Turks. The 
bondsman would have the same power as 
the master, and, as the bondsman in 
this case is naturally stronger and 
more intelligent, it would not be 
long before he would virtually be master. 
The tendency would be to make the Turk a 
nullity, and place the Cross above the Cres- 
cent. Mahometanism abhors not only 
Christianity, but modern civilization. In all 
the centuries the Turk has kept, his footing 
in Europe it has defied Christianity and 
modern civilization to affect its conservatism. 
The efforts of some of the Sultans to intro- 
duce features of European civilization into 
Turkish life have cost them their heads 
when they refused to abandon them. The 
late Sultan ABpvuL-Aziz was compelled to re- 
linquish his efforts to introduce the common- 
school system upon penalty of bosing his 
throne. Opposition to modern reforms is 
not alone a matter of national conservatism, 
but also of religion, and, as the Turk is both 
a fatalist and a fanatic,—not fanatical as far 
as propagandizing is concerned, but in 
his opposition to any encroachment upon the 
spirit of Mahometanism,—he will oppose 
to the last any proposition that will make 
the Christian his equal. 

The proposal of Lord Rrocrrrrn, there- 
fore, only ends in the same solution of the 
problem that results from all other plans. 
It is tantamount to the extinction of the 
Turk. It would place Turkey under a Euro- 
pean protectorate if the Great Powers 
should favor such a proposition, bound to 
enforce the rights of the Christian subjects 
to have an equal voice with the Turks in the 
Government, equal rights and privileges in 
religion, law, commerce, and social privi- 
leges. This would involve the destruction 
of the Turks as a nation and of Mahomet- 
anism as a religion, by breaking down all its 
barriers. View the Turkish question in 
whatever light we may, it returns to the 
game result—the inevitable extinction of the 
Turk or his ejection from Europe across the 
Bosphorus to his old Asiatic possessions. 
The present peaceful aspect of affairs is 
illusory. Asput-Aziz made the same prom- 
ises of reform as Murap Errernpt, and broke 
them under compulsion of Mahometanism. 
The same cause will sooner or later compel 
Mona Errenpr to revoke all his reforms. 
It is evident that Lord Repcurrrse himself 
has no faith in Turkish promises.

The Rev. WILIA A. Stearns, D. D., LL. 
D., President of Amherst College, died sudden- 
ly at Amherst, on the 8th inst., of heart disease. 
He was born in Bedford, Mass., March 17, 1805, 
and graduated from Harvard College in 1827. 
He taught school at Duxbury, Mass., for a 
short time and was ordained to the ministry in 
1831. On the 10th of January, 1832, he married 
Miss Resgecca Frazer, of Duxbury, and was 
settled in Cambridge, where he remained over 
twenty years. In 1853 Harvard conferred upon 
him the degree of D. D., and afterward Prince- 
ton conferred that of LL. D. In 1854.he was 
elected President of Amherst College to succeed 
the Rev. Epwarp Hircncock, and he has pre- 
sided over the College from that time to the 
present with distinguished success, He has 
published a work on Infant Church Member- 
ship; a sermon on Orthodox Congregational 
Churches; one on Dani, WeaeTen, in 18; 
ang the Life and Select Discourses of BAMUBL 
He had three 
sons and one daughter, and two of his sons sur- 
After the death of his frat wife, in 
1857, he married Miss Ov C. Gon, of 


Dr. Boswonru, Professor of Anglo-Saxon at 
Oxford, England, died on the 27th ult. in his 
88th year. When quite a young man he acquired 
a wide-spread reputation by his Latin and Greek 
grammars. Subsequently as English Chaplain 
im Holland he made the Dutch language and 
history his study, but he is principally known 
by his works on Anglo-Saxon and the allied dia- 
lects, the series of which commenced with the 
grammar of Anglo-Saxon, published in 1833, 
while at the time of his death he was engaged 
in preparing an enlarged edition of his dictiona- 
ry of that language. Dr. Boswortu was brought 
by these pursuits into connection with Grimm 
and Rast, among other distinguished philo- 
logians, and the service he rendered these special 
subjects was acknowledged by numerous for- 
eign societies which conferred their member-

PASSENGER RATES. 

The through passenger rates tothe East remain 
still the same as announced in yesterday's TRiBuNE, 
—$13 to New York, $14 to Boston via Albany, 
$11.40 to Philadelphia, and $11 to Baltimore and 
Washington. The Fort Wayne & Pennsylvania 
and the Baltimore & Ohio Railroads sell tickets to 
Boston yia New York at $15, but Vanderbilt re- 
fuses to allow any tickets to be sold to Boston via 
New York except at the regular New York rate, 
adding $4 from there to Boston, making the rate 
$17. The Grand Trunk continues to sell tickets to 
Boston via Mentreal at $13, but expects to make a 
further reduction very soon. The announcement 
inan evening paper that such a reduction had 
already been made is without foundation. The 
action of Vanderbilt in forcing down the 
rates to the present low ures has 
had the effect of engendering considerable 
ill-feeling among the managers of the other trunk 
lines, who are of the opinion that he has no busi- 
hess to take cognizance of the low rates made by 
the Grand Trunk. The old Commodore now bas 
his hands full, for the other lines, besides the 
Grand Trunk, have all taken issue against him, 
and the effect will be a reduction to all competin 
points of the Michigan Southern and New Yor 
Central Kailroads, so as to injure the business of 
these two lines, and particularly of the Michigan 
Southern, as much as possible. The first step in 
this new phase of the war was taken yesterday, 
when the Erie & Chicago, the Fort Wayne & Penn- 
ve ania, and Baltimore & Ohio Railroads reduced 
the rates from Chicago to Cleveland from $10 to

CASUALTIES. 


TERRIFIC STORM IN KANSAS. 
Salina (Tun.) Herald, June 10. 

Last Wednesday afternoon will long be remem- 
bered by the citizens of Salina and Saline County, 
especially those residing west and southwest of our 
city. The storm demon visited us that day with 
more destructive power than ever before since this 
country was first settled. 

Just after noon a dark cloud began to rise and 
advance towards us from the west. It came slow- 
ly, with no unusual indications of threatening or 
danger. Its approach was heralded with some light- 
ning and thunder, but rather less than more than 
usual with similar clouds. The wind had been 
blowing briskly from the south for two days, but 
did not change its course. 

When the cloud had reached but little more than 
half way toward the zenith at this point, a water- 
spout-like whirlwind gathered out beyond Bavaria, 
and traveled eastward along or near the railroad 
track, taking up and completely destroying the 
large wooden bridge over Spring Creek, but doin 
no further damage that we have heard of unti 
within three and a half miles of Salina, when it 
struck and 9 demolished the farm resi- 
dence of Mr. David Emmet, (built and first occu- 
pied by Col. H. Logan), and 1 Emmett 
very severely but not fatally. It also destroyed the 
residence of Mr. Charles Whitney, tearing it to 
pieces and carrying the fragments away, until 
there is scarcely a vestige of it left. Mr. Whitney 
was taken up, whirled around, and dropped at 
some distance from where the house stood, with one 
arm broken and otherwise so bruised and injured 
his recovery is now (Thursday noon) deemed im- 
possible. Mrs. Whitney was injured in the same 
manner, and is now lying in a critical condition, 
but may get well. Their son, a young man about 

rown, was severely but not dangerously injured. 
“his whirlwind then bore to the north, 4 and 
dissolved. 

It passed so quickly that, although plainly visi- 
ble from Salina, it was seen by but few of our citi- 
zens. Busy in our office, we knew nothing of it 
until after its disappearance, and did not see 
it.

be whirled around with ineonceivable rapidity.

It continued 
bout fifteen minutes, then broke and dissolved.

THE CZAR AT HOME. 


Among the Magnificent Palaces of the Rus- 
sian Capital. 
Correspondence San Francisco Chronicle. 

One of the sichts of St. Petersburg. in the ab- 
sence of the Imperial family, is the Winter Palace, 
and this seen, the traveler begins to believe that 
the churches of St. Petersburg have not exhausted 
the wealth of the Empire, but are a fitting intro- 
duction to the magnificence of its palaces. The 
Winter Palace, with its front 700 feet long, direct- 
ly faces the Great Neva at the point of its greatest 
width. The Neva, before emptying into the Gulf of 
Finland, divides into several branches, known as 
the Great Neva and the Little Neva. We, however, 
enterea at one side, where a long and lofty arch, of 
elaborate and curious sculptare and designs, led us 
under a semi-circular wall into an immense open 
— lying between the semi-circular building and 
the palace. In the centre of this open space rises 
the remarkable monument erected to Alexander I. 
This is of red granite, and its shaftis one single 
piece of stone, 84 feet in height. It is surmounted by 
an angel and cross, and the whole, from to pin- 
nacle, measures over 150 feet in height. It is guarded 
night and day by enadiers who have dis- 
tinguished themselves by some military exploit. 
Within the palace one becomes so confused by its 
extent, the — number of rooms, and the 
brilliant magnificence, that he carries away but an 
uncertain picture of marble halls; ceili covered 
with wondrous paintings; pillars o recious 
stones, with gilded base and capital; walis han 
with the richest damasks—all making a royal an 
fitting abode for the ruler over the greatest Em“ 
pire in the world. 

The hall called the Saloon of Nicholas is 
enough to contain 1. persons, and is lighted by 
twelve immense chandeliers of crystal, which on 
fete occasions blaze with 5, 000 candles. At the 
end are buffets reaching to the ceiling, on which 
are r old and silver plates some us much 
as 2 feet in diameter, and all displaying marvelous 
skill of workmanship. In this hall each sovereign, 
after his coronation, receives deputations from the 
various provinces, who come to express their feal- 
ty, and as an emblem thereof each presents him 


with a piece of black bread and a pinch of, 
salt, oflered upon these rich golden and 
silver salvers, brought by them and left 
here. Adjoining is another smaller hall or- 


namented with statues. In this the Emperor at 
Easter receives presents from delegates from near 
and far, who have been selected by all the peas- 
ants of a certain district and sent to congratulate 
their ruler. Here the mighty potentate receives 
them, embracing and kissing them. 

In the Saloon of Peter the most remarkable thing 
is a large painting behind the throne. It repre- 
septa the dream of Peter the night before the battle 
of Pultowa. Peter is sleeping, and the angel of 
Victory is seen descending toward him, bearing in 
ber hand wreath andcrown. The room has its 
walls covered with crimson velvet, embroidered in 
gold thread with the imperial escutcheon, sur- 
rounded by wreath of laurel. Below the velvet a 
white marble dado extends around the room. At 
the side of the room opposite the throne are two 
tables of solid silver. Around the room stand six 
high silver candelabra; eix more are fastened to 
the walls, and chandeliers of silver are suspended 
from the ceiling. 

The Saloon of Esculchias has its ceiling support- 
ed by 104 gilded pillars; a gilded gallery surrounds 
it and is lighted by twelve gilded chandeliers. 
The Hall of St. 2 has similar decorations of 
marble and gilding; the throne is of solid gilt, and 
ten immense chandeliers of os light the ban- 
queting hall where the Grand Dukes always cele- 
brate their coming of age. 

The Golden Saloon has its doors and all its wood- 
work covered with solid gilt, and its walls and ceil- 
ing are heavily ornamented with gilding. Over the 
mantel is inserted a long elof mosaic work, 
representing an Italian lan pe. This panel has 
a valuation of $30,000. The room is furnished 
with crimson draperies, and contains mosaic ta- 
bles, vases, several feet high, of malachite, jasper, 
etc. ; a beautiful fire-screen, consisting of one large

Hall after hall 
and gallery after gallery is filled with paintings of 
historical import, the gallery of the fleld-marshale, 
with battle-scenes and full-length life-size por- 
traits of great Russian Generals; elsewhere other 
pictures, perpetuating the memory of remarkable 
and momentous incidents of war. The Romanoff 
Gallery contains the portraits of ‘all the Sovereigns 
of the present ruling dynasty, also of their wives; 
many of the Sovereigns are represented by several 
ictures taken at different periods of their lives. 
we wander on through an almost end- 
less range of imperial halls, and all the items we 
can carry away in our memory seem but 
a few scattered trumbs from an overflowing 
banquet, better fitted for the pleasure and amuse- 
ment of a month than a day. But we have yet to 
take a peep into the private apartments of the Im- 
perial family, which if not equal to the state apart- 
ments, are neverthe extremely rich, and many 
of them have their walls covered with silken dam- 
ask Ot various colors. In the general sitting-room 
of the Empress and her ladies, of whom I may 
judge from the number of chairs and tables she has 
e Her Majesty's seat is on a raised platform, 
separated by a railing from the rest of the room; 
the walls are of crimson damask, and there are a 
number of beautiful pictures; but the chief thing I 
noticed here were tall folding screens of exquisite 
workmansbip in colored glass, many representing 
miniature scenes of royal story. 

The walls of the sleeping-room of the Duchess of 
Edinburgh were, like the drapery and furniture, 
of pearil-colored damask. From this we 
passed into her boudoir, with walls and furniture 
of white silk wrought with bouquets of bright 
flowers. Both rooms hadarched ceilings, frescoed 
in delicate but cheerful colors. Beyond was the 
bath-room belonging to her suite of apartments, 
and the most perfect jewel of a room I ever 
saw. It was softly lighted by the mosaic 
windows of  rich-colored glass. Between 
the windows was a marble mantel of 
indescribable beauty and workmanship, and before 
the grate a fire-screen of crimson glass in gilt stand, 
sf heavy that I could not lift one end of it. On 
the opposite side of the room was the marble bath 
tub, partly sunk in the floor. Behind the bath the 
wall was one wide, huge mirror. ‘The ceiling over- 
head was an arched dome, not, however, with 
smooth, carved surface, but hanging in scalloped 
stalactites of stucco work. These stalactites 
were of various delicate colors, their edg 
shining with a slight line of gilding. The 
side walls of the room were covered to harmonize 
with the ceiling overhead, and the thick, soft car- 

et seemed to have been woven for the room. 
There was but little furniture save a table, sofa, 
and a couple of chairs in a small alcove. These 
were painted white and covered with pale blue silk. 
I could not help wondering if the fair young girl 
for whom all this had been arranged might not some 
time be 12 famijéer surroundings in her 
far-away English home. ö 

The last — visited was in the upper story, and 
contained the imperial jewels, a wonderful, rare, 
and extensive collection; they were guarded by two 
armed soldiers andtwo keepers. They were ar- 
ranged in show-cases on tables extending half way 
around the room. Inthe first compartment were 
mostly diamonds, among which was a diamond 
necklace whose value, we were told, isso great that 1 
actually dislike to repeat it, and will only say that 
it was several millions of dollars. It isacir- 
clet of twenty-two large diamonds, with if- 
teen pendants, each a precious jewel. Here are | 
also jewels arranged in the form of trimmings 
ready to be applied to dresses, shoes, head-dresses, 
etc. In the second case was u large collection of 
black diamonds, to be worn: as court mourning, 
emeralds, pearls, diamonds, and an assortment of 
fans to match whatever jewels might be selected 
for wear.

The General coquetted 
with this donation. ytd spring it was not 
known whether or not it had been accepted. One 
thing was sure, he wanted and needed the money, 
but was afraid of speech of people. ‘The Gov- 
ernment allowed the old patriotmo take his own 
swect way.” Wise Italians! There is not a nation 
living that has had a better chance of learning 
this one sage lesson of experience,—time sooner 
or later smooths down or takes away apparently 
immovable impediments. Patience, after all, is 
true genius. This spring, when the Ministry of 
the Desira, or Right, resigned, and a Ministry of the 
Left—Garibaldi’s friends—went into power, the 
adroit patriot seized the occasion to avail himself 
of the golden fleece conquered for him by the Jason 
Minghetti. One tine morning all the journals pub- 
lished one of Garibaldi's inevitable letters. It was 
addressed to the President of the new Ministerial 
Council, Depretis, was its substance: 
Now that the King, Victor Emmanuel, has 
newly and solemnly confirmed his faith in the con- 
stitutional statute by changing his counsel ors, in 
obedience to the vote of Parliament, and shown his 
confidence in my friends by placing in their hands 
the Government of the State, my repugnance to 
the acceptance of the national donation ceases.” 
Then followed a of excuse, in addition to this 
Dogberry reasoning, which was, that the possession 
of this money would enable him to benefit Rome 
by contributing largely to the Tiber works! The 
letter closed with an expression of thanks to all 
Italy and the King. Of course the journals of the 
Desira, or Right, opened fire. A correspondent of 
the Libertad propounded a cunning and dificult 
problem to solve—namely: ‘‘If the Ministry of 
the Leit should go out of power and a Ministry of 
the Right go in, would Garibaldi give back the na- 
tional donation, on the logical ground that, ac- 
cording to his political views, Victor Emmanuel, 
by having the Vestra, or Right, in power, would be 
otherwise than faithful to the statute?“ No reply 
was made to this question; and after a few fire- 
works, or rather squibs, the subject was dropped 
by the journals of the Vesira. The impression 
left, however, was not an agreeable one. 1 
aside all considerations of delicate feelings an 
high honor, it could not be denied that Garibaldi 
had shown himscif most ungracious to the source 
from which his donation came, the Ministry of the 
Right. A Ministry of the Left, his own friends, 
would never have proposed such a donation; for, 
if Republics are u teful, so are collected patri- 
ots. Even Garibaldi’s most enthusiastic admirers 
wish he had taken the donation quietly—if it had 
to be taken—without explanation or excuse. ‘* Qui 
cue, 8 accuse” is a very true proverb. 

The mysterious marriage of Garibaldi with the 
Marchese Guiseppina Raimondo has lately been re- 
called to public memory. This lady formerly 
lived at Como, but for some time has resided at 
Milan. Many years ago Gen. Garibaldi married 
the Marchese Raimondo. ‘To the surprise of every 
one they parted immediately after the ceremony, 
and never met again. No reason was given; 
whatever was the cause, it was known only to 
themselves. Since that time the General has lived 
with a peasant woman of Caprera, by whom he has 
had two children; this woman is called Signora 
Garibaldi by some persons. The Marchese Kai- 
mondo has lived a quiet, retired life durjpg all 
these long years. Four or five years ago I saw her 
aboard the koyal steamer at aregatta on Lake 
Como; she was treated with respect, and 
the Princess Marguerite talked with her. Lately 
the Marchese Raimondo * a succession of 
troubles. One of her sorrows is the state of mind 
and health of her father, the old Marchese Georgio. 
Through great age he has become too feeble to di- 
rect the family estate and afluirs. This duty must 
be assumed by his daughter; but, as a married 
woman, she must have permission from her hus- 
band in order to perform it legally. She has had 
the courage to ask Garibaldi's sent. The Gen- 
eral's reply was an instant de d upon the law to 
aunul their marriage and leave the Marchese a free 
woman. ‘The celebrated Italian lawyer, Maricini, 
was the General's counsel. As this great advocate 
— now in the Ministry he cannot practice his pro- 
ession. 
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Ancient Bones --- Suicide---G hoppers 
Burned to Death---A Priest in Trouble, 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Dus Mores, Ia., June 13.—The vicinity of Van 
Buren County abounds with relics of animals of a 
formerage.

The Convention reassembled at 7:30 in one of 


the parlors of the Grand Pacific Hotel, with Presi-

Misoellaneous Matters from the

Judge Diodgett gave a decision yesterday morn- 
ing in the case of D. H. Lincoln & Co,, owners of 
the floating-elevator Chicago, against the tug Howe. 
It appeared from the evidence that on the night of 
Aug. 14,1871, the tug was going westward th rough 
Wells street draw, towing a scow, and the floating 
elevator was being pulled eastward through the 


same draw. The tug had proper lights, and the 


elevator had one light on the starboard bow. The 
tug passed through clear, but the scow it was tow- 
ing collided with the floating elevator, sinking her. 
The owners thereof brought suit to recover dam- 
ages for such collision, claiming it was due to the 
negligence of the tug. 

Judge Blodgett, however, decided that under all 
the circumstances the floating elevator was in 
fault in not having more lights and a better look- 
out. She should have taken unusual precautions 
at night and in misty weather. The tug was only 
going at regular, ordinary speed, and did all she 
could to avoid collision. It was not necessary for 
the scow to have a light, as she was, as it were, a 
＋ of the tug, though the case would be different

PORTER VS. HILL. 

Judge Farwell yesterday gave a decision in the 
case of Benjamin W. Porter vs. George W. Hill, 
which has been on trial before him for the week 
Iast past. It was asuit in chancery brought by 
Porter to obtain a half interest in 320 acres of land 
in Hyde Park, being the N. E. & of Sec. 36, 38, 
14. and S. W. u of Sec. 31, 38, 15, and compris- 
ing the same land which was in dispute in the 
notorious Kibbe-Hill ejectment suit. Porter claim- 
ed that he showed Hill some defects in the title to 
this land, and that a verbal contract was made by 
which Hill was to buy up the outstanding claims, 
and if he got title to divide with Porter.

Ulemas, Softas, Khodjas, Imaums, and Mol- 
lahs. 


New York World. 

So much confusion has been wrought even in the 
minds of well-informed — by the frequent al- 
lusions, in the dispatches having reference to re- 
cent Turkish affairs, to softas, khodjas, ulemas, 
mollahs, and imaums, that some very brief expla- 
nations as to what each of these words means may 
be both interesting and useful. 

The word ulema is a plural noun and signifies the 
wise men generally, is by infidels made singular 
and applied to a person who has studied Mussul- 
man theology and law in the medresses or schools 
attached to the mosques, who has, as it were, 
taken his degrees of D. D. and LL. D. 

The pupils in these schools are the softas, taking 
their name from a corruption of the past-partici- 
ple soukhte—burned, applied because the scholars 
are, as it were, consumed by the love of study of sa- 
cred things and devoted to a life of meditation. 
The softas follow their studies in the school-build- 
ing, sleeping and eating at 2 where free 
lodgings and food are provided for them out of the 
legacies of the pious. 
to do 80, they furnish them with clothing and bed- 
ding; if not, these are given to them from the same 
charitable fund. The number of softas is very 
large, for one reason because of their exemption 
from military service. After long-continued study 
of Arabic and the Koran and its commentaries, the 
softa, after an examination which, thongh noml- 
nally arduous, is almost invariably passed success- 
fully, takes the title of khodja.

Scholar who has taken his diploma in the medresse, 
teaches for several years, In fact till he has con-

THE BELGIAN DUEL. 


How It Came About---Light Punishment 
of the Survivor and the Seconds. 


Mention has been made of a due! fought recently 
in Brussels by two officers of the Belgian army, 
Lieut. Marchal, of the engineers, and Capt. 
Charles Van Hecke, of the infantry. An account 
of the trial and sentence of the survivor and the 
seconds or witnesses appears in L’Jndependance 
Belge of May 31. The quarrel was about a lady. 
All the accused, it appears, and especially Lieut. 
Marchal, endeavored to arrange it peacefully, and 
the latter was actually drawn into it by the threats 
and insulting behavior of Capt. Van Hecke. Van 
Hecke was the insulted party, his provocation, of 
which the details ane suppressed, being more then 
a year old. Van Hecke showed to his seconds a 
letter written to Marchal, which he claimed, though 
they disagreed with him, was a sufficient occasion 
of combat. That was two weeks ago, and his re- 
solve to settle the matter by the duello was inex- 
orable. His seconds appealed in vain to his love 
for his wife gnd children, and vainly set before him 
Marchal’s protestations of his innocence. The 
challenge was repeated and the duel arranged. 
Capt. Van Hecke, who, in his character as the in- 
suited party, bad the choice of arms, would, in 
spite of his seconds, have nothing but the service- 
pistol. Lieut. Marchal solemnly asseverated to his 
seconds that he had never received the letter in 
question, and that it could not possibly have 
been intended for him. There were certainly 
grave charges against him developed in the 
examination, but he persistently declared them 
false. The duel was arranged for May 24. The 

arties met at the military echool of La Cambra at 

30 in the morning, and made their preparations 
in the riding school. The adversaries were placed 
thirty paces apart. Three shots were exchanged 
without farther reeult than the tearing of Lient. 
Marchal's trousers just below the hip by one of the 
balle. After having received his aivereary‘s first 
fire M. Marchal fired in the air. M. Zerezo, one of 
the seconds, protested at this, that M. Van Hecke 
held such behavior insulting, and preferred to be 
relieved of that person's” generosity. In 
short, it was demanded that M. Marchal 
defend himeeif and aim at his adversary; 
so, in self-defense, he had to fire upon 
the Captain. When his turn came for the 
fourth time, he shot his adversary in the breast, 
and killed him. So much appeared from 
the preliminary examination. Before the court- 
martial Lieut. Marchal had nothing to add. except 
his grief at the fatal result. The seconds confirm- 
ed his account of the affair, one of them, Capt. 
Boxho adding that the Lieutenant had acted 
throughout honorably. All the accused declined 
counsel and pleaded guilty. M. Temples, the 
Judge-Advocate, confined himself to setting forth 
the laws bearing upon the duel and reading the ar- 
ticles which punished delinquents with imprieon- 
ment and fine. The Court, after half an hour's 
consultation, in view of the extenuating circum- 
stances, sentenced Lieut. Marcha) to three months’ 
imprisonment only, and the seconds to be impris- 
onned one month and pay 100 francs fine, the 
lightest penalties allowed by the articles.

The Alhambra of Granada. 
London Times. 

Our Madrid correspondent writes under date of 
May 10: It was but in 1860— that year so preg- 
nant with reforms of every description throughout 
the Peninsula, reforms which are bearing even 
now their fruit forjood—that the Alhambra was. 
by a legally constituted Assembly, taken away 
from the Crown and made national property. It 
had long been, geomet to this time, partly closed 
or seen with difficulty, but from 1 the traveler 
and the Spaniard alike have been welcomed within 
the walls of the famous Palace of the Alhambra.’ 
It isnow, in 1876, that it is proposed to take that 
property from the nation and vest it in the Crown, 
as part ef the Patrimonio Real, or Royal prop- 
erty, once more. This proposal proceeds from the 

present Ministry. Who has not heard of the Al- 
mmbra? Who does not connect its name with all 
there is of the romantic and the beautiful in Spain’ 
By nature, as well as by exquisite art, the very 
diamond and pearl of Spain, the Alhambra of 
Granada is the spot most cherished by Spanish 
lovers of art; the spot to which every traveler. 
from North and South, and West and Kast, fret 
bends his steps on landing in Spain. The Alham- 
bra is the greatest relic of exotic Moorish art in 
Spain; here, for hundreds of years, the Moor ex- 
erted all the power of hie mind and the force of his 
riches to make a natural and artifielal para 
dise; and the Meor succeeded, The Alham- 
bra stands alone, % joy of the whole 
earth, deserted thongh ite’ courte and un- 
tenanted ite avenues, Spollt as it haw been 
by the apollers of successive generations-by the 
Church party under Ferdinand and leabella—by 
the French In ii by earthquake in 1891, yet 
„til the Alhainbra continues the pride and glory 
of Moorish Spain; and the magnificent view from 
ite towers, Ww — , look out on the wild range 
of the snow-capped Alpujarras on the jovely irr! 
gated plaing of verdure, on @tateliest trees, and 
eparkling waters, and wooded valleys almost 
tropical in their laxuriance, presenting all that te« 
highest in art and most lovely in nature, united 
a vision unequaled in the whole world. The 
Reformers of 18069 5 tho Palace into the 
hands of an honorable publie body called the 
Commission de Monamentos de la Nacion Espanola 
(in whose hands at the present moment it re- 
mains), and they — itunder the special care 
of the present well-known Academy of San Fer- 
nando. Further than this, they formed a sub- 
commission in each large town to preserve the Al- 
hambra and its beanties, and to insure entrance to 
it for the public at large. and they gave a generous 
sum annually to pay a proper staff of attendants. 

A bill will 
be prought before the House, at the end of next 
week, to take the Alhambra from its guardians and 
attach it to the Crown; it will then possibly be 
made a Palace, possibly a barrack, or a hunting- 
box. The Government cannot afford to keep itup; 
the Crown is already amply endowed with resi- 
dences; no guarantee is promised that this work of 
art shall be respected, or that entrance to it shall 
be allowed to strangers. ”’

How to Kill the Potato- Beetle. 
Hartford (Conn.) Courant. 

A letter from Prof. Packard has just been pub- 
lished by the Agricultural Experiment Station at 
Middletown, which contains these statements: 

‘* The * potato-bug may be looked for early in 
June. Its eggs will be found on the under surface 
of the leaves; they are bright orange-red, and quite 
large. The beetle itself is a roundish insect, % an 
inch long, has ten black stripes on the back, and is 
reddish underneath. It is larger than the lady- 
bug.’ which somewhat resembies it. The grub is 
thick, fat, and orange-red in, color, lives about ten 
days on the leaves and stems, after which it enters 
the ground to become a beetle. Thus near- 
ly all the life of the insect is passed 
on the plant. The offspring of last year’s beetles 
will begin to lay eggsin about fifty days from the 
time the egg from which itself sprang was oer 
ited. Probably not more than two crops of them 
will appear in our climate, but each female is capa- 
ble of producing more than a thousand eggs. 

The remedies are hand-picking, both of the 
mature beetle, the grubs, and the eggs. They 
should all be burned. Paris green is also largely 
used. This ie a most deadly poison, containing 
arsenic. Itis almost insoluble in water. It may 
be mixed with plaster, flour, or fine dry earth, 
and dusted on — 2 from a sifter or bellows, 
or applied stirred up in water, about a table- 
. toa pailful, and thrown from a syringe, 
orsprinkled from a watering-pot. In any case, 
great care must be taken not to breathe the dust or 
handle with naked hands. : 

A number of specimens collected in New York 
are being analyzed in the laboratory of the station. 
They range in price from 28 cents per pound 
(wholesale) to 18 cents, and contain from 10% to 
46 per cent of insolnble adulterations. The arsenic 
varies from 55 per cent in the best to 20 per cent in 
the lower grades. Some are mixtures of Scheele's 
green, others are Schweinfurth green. The for- 
mer, when pure, contains 71% per cent of arsenious 


acid and 28% per cent of copper oxide. The latter; 


should contain 58 per cent arsenious acid. 31 per 
cent copper oxide, and 10 per cent acetic acid.

Tus HAnnon Sunver—The Government Engineer 
in charge of the United States 3 now being 
made in the outer harbor gives the following figures 
as to the depth of water in that place: Entering on 
the south at Van Buren street aud following 
along close to the outer wall, 16 to 18 feet 
of water will be found for two-thirds of the 
distance between the south entrance and the north 
end: then the water shoale to 13% and 12% feet. 
Vessels drawing 12 feet of water can enter at the 
south end and come entirely through the harbor 
proper. The larger propellers (or any craft) which 
run by the regular channel to the inner harbor, or 
the harbor proper, can come into the outer harbor 
at the south entrance, and they will find an abun- 
dance of water deep enough to admit of every 
movement necessary. If drawing more than 
12 feet of water, they, of course, must not attempt 
to pass entirely the outer harbor. It is the inten- 
tion of the engineer to furnish a channel of 15 feet 
through this outer harbor if the appropriation of 
Congress is sufficient. There is a small balance re- 
maining in his hands from last year’s operations, 
and if nothing more is given Chicago this year, this 
amount will be applied toward the work.

THE WOES OF A SWEDISH FAMILY IN UTAH. 

In 1863 Nels Persson left Christianstadt, 
Sweden, to come to America with his family, 
which consisted of himself, wife, two sons, and 
three daughters. Persson at that time was well 
to-do, so far as the world goes. The Old Worid 
was not advanced enough for him, so he came to 
the United States in order to yighten the intellects 
and broaden the views of his children. The West 
was Persson's objective point. He had heard that 
Utah was the land flowing with milk and 
honey. where God had hidden untold wealth in 
the recesses of the mountains, and the soil 
laughed with glee at its great productions when 
tilled by the hand ofthe white man. Thus west- 
ward he wandered with his family from New York, 
arriving at last by tedious route at Salt Lake City.

Persson. A man of good intellect, a fine mechan- 
ic, of g education, he 1— had a pride in 
his sons ghd daughters, who were then budding in- 
to men‘and women. One by one the wy were 
enticed from the Gentiles, until all had been 
led away and married into the Mormon ranks. 
The mother. became heart-broken and discour- 
aged, and soon after was placed beneath the sod. 
The sons were still left Persson, but ome day one 
of them was nnaccountably killed in a silver mine.

CRIMINAL. 


The forger Henry Bruhus was yesterday held 
to the Criminal Court in $2,000 bail by Justice 
Scully.

Justice Andrew Jackson held the inquest, 
and returned a verdict according to the facts. 
From letters found in his session it was ascer- 
tained that his name was Becker. and that he was 
formerly a bar-tender at No. 145 North Wells 
street. The only plausible canse for the suicide 
was contained in a letter found in an inner 
yocket from Sarah Daubran, his sweetheart, advis- 
ng him to give up any hopes of wooing her, inas- 
much as her parents were bitterly opposed to their 
courtship. The fair one had added that there 
were fairer and more wifely girls in the world than 
she, and he was foolish enough not to believe her. 
It is not known whether he has relatives in this 
country or not. 

That much-abused female, the mother-in-law, 
appeared before Justice Paulsen yesterday ina 
new role, but as utual her claims to heroineship 
were somewhat marred by the poses of the 
mother-in-law’s most distinctive feature, —inquisi- 
tiveness and ubiquitous interference.
